S.R.O.-WHEREAS draft of byc-laws for the col¬ 

lection and recovery of the tax on Buildings and Lands in 
Babina Cantonment was published with Cantonment Board's 
Notice No. 282/3/4074/717, dated the 30th May, 1975, as 
required by section 284 of the Cantonments Act, 1924 (2 of 
1924), for inviting objections and suggestions till the 29th 
June, 1975; 

AND WHEREAS the said notice was put on the Canton¬ 
ment Notice Board on the 30th May, 1975; 

AND WHEREAS no objections or suggestions were receiv¬ 
ed from ho public by the Cantonment Board before the said 
date; 

AND WHEREAS the Central Government have duly ap¬ 
proved and confiimed the said draft, of the byc-laws, as 
required by sub-section (1) of section 284 of the said Act; 

NOW, THEREFORE, in exercise of the powers conferred 
by clauses (3) of section 282 and section 283 of the Canton¬ 
ments Act, 1924 (2 of 1?24), the Cantonment Board, Babina, 
hereby makes the following bye-laws, namely;— 

1. Short title and commencement—(1) These bye-laws 
may be called the Babina Cantonment (Regulation 


of Collection and Recovery of the tax on Buildings 
and Lands) Bye-laWs, 1976, 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Building and Compound—When a building is situat¬ 
ed in a compound and the building and compound 
are ordinarily occupied by the same person the 
annual rent of the building and compound shall be 
calc liI ated together. 

3. Demand and collection register—The Executive Offi¬ 
cer shall cause to be prepared at the beginning of 
each financial year a demand and collection register 
in which the names of all persons liable to 
pay the tax shall be entered, and may cause such 
register to be corrected from time to time as may be 
required. 

4. Form of register—The demand and collection register 
of the tax on buildings and lands shall be in the 
form specified in the Schedule annexed to these byc- 

laws, 

5. Checking of register—The entries in the demand and 
collection register shall be checked by the Execu¬ 
tive Officer or such Officer of the Cantonment Board 
as the Cantonment Board may appoint in this behalf, 
who shall, place his initials against each Bern of 
demand, 

If any alteration is made in the demand, the information 
or order in accordance with which it has been made 
shall be noted in the Remarks column. 

6. Payment of the tax.—The tax on buildings and lands 
shall be payable annually in advance for each finan¬ 
cial year. 

7. Place of payment.—The tax shall be paid to the Exe¬ 
cutive Officer at the Cantonment Board office. 

8. Assessment of buildings.—The Executive Officer may 
appoint one or more Inspectors whose duty it shall 
be to see that every house or building which is liable 
to the tax has been assessed and to report all cases 
in which the assessment should be made or should be 
levised. These Inspectors may be specially appointed 
in this behalf* or the duties of the office may be im- 
imposed on any Officer already otherwise employed 
under the Cantonment Board.
